5. As the Preliminary issue No. 1 was not pressed by the 
employer, my learned preceeder , Dr. Coelho , after allowing 
the parties to lead their evidence on the other two issues , 
passed order on 1-8-1980 , holding the inquiry conducted by 
the employer as unfair and improper and in violation of the 
principles of natural justice . 


6. As the Order on the issue of fairness of the domestic 
inquiry was against the employer, its request for additional 
evidence was granted by the Tribunal. Accordingly , the em 
ployer led fresh evidence before the Tribunal by examining 
three , out of the five witnesses heard during the domestic 
inquiry. The workman did not lead any evidence . 


7. Regarding the charge of attempt of theft of a Gun Metal 
Rod, after carefully scrutinizing the evidence on record, I 
have arrived at the conclusion that there is prepondarance of 
probabilities to convince that the workman Shri Gracias 
should have attempted to commit the theft of the G.M.R. in 
question ,

2. Workman s case , as per his statement of claim , is that he 
was appointed by the employer Company as bench fitter by 
letter dated 13-9-74 , with retrospective effect from 1-9-74 
and was dismissed from services with effect from 1-10-75 . 
On 5-8-75 , he was charge - sheeted for attempted theft / fraud / 
/ dishonesty in connection with the business /property of the 
Company and show cause notice was issued to him , calling 
upon him to submit his explanation . The workman submitted 
his explanation . The Employer held an inquiry against him , 
which was conducted by Shri A. N. Karnik , an Officer of 
the Company and another Officer of the Company, Shri N. 
D. Kosambe, was appointed to present the case of the Com 
pany before the Inquiry Officer . All the witnesses examined 
by the Company in support of this case are interested 
witnesses , they being Office bearers of the Union , who have 
been sharply critized by the workman for their wrong 
policy , faulty decisions, inactiveness and creating a mess in 
the affairs of the Union . In fact , the workman was vouching 
for the introduction of a new team of Office bearers in the 
said Union or replacement of the same Union by another . 
For this reason , the said .office bearers had a grudge towards 
the workman and waiting for the 1st opportunity to get rid 
of him from the Company, at any cost . Number of relevant 
questions which were put by the workman , in the course of 
the Inquiry , while cross examining the Company s witnesses , 
were turned down by the Inquiry Officer , on wrong excuses 
or pretexts . Further , though there were a number of persons 
present at the time of the alleged incident, the company 
chose to examine only interested witnesses . The Company 
also declined to produce all the necessary documents in the 
inquiry , inspite of the request of the workman to this effect. 
Therefore , the Inquiry made by the Company is illegal, in 
valid and against the principles of natural justice . Besides , 
no opportunity was given to the workman , before imposing 
upon him the extreme penelaty, to explain as to why such 
penalty should not be imposed . Findings of the Inquiry 
Officer are contrary to the evidence on record and disclose 
patent errors in the assessment of the said evidence. He has 
prayed that the dismissal order be set aside and he be reins 
stated with continuity of services and full back wayes . 

3. The employer , in it s written statement, has raised a 
Preliminary objection to the effect that the workman has 
made no demand on the employer, regarding his reinsta 
tement and, therefore, there is no Industrial dispute, the 
reference in question being illegal and without jurisdiction . 
In so far the merits of reference are concerned , it is contended 
that the inquiry held is legal, valid and in accordance with 
the principals of natural justice , but, if the Tribunal arrives 
at a different conclusion , then the employer be permitted to 
lead evidence on the merits of the case . The workman was in 
the service of the company with effect from 21-4-75 , with 
six months probationary period commencing from 1-7-75 , 
during which period he was dismissed. It is not true , therefore , 
that he was in service from 1-9-74 , as contended by the work 
man , The Company is not aware of the workman s strained 
relations with the office bearers of the Union , nor was this 
fact brought out by the workman during the cross -exami 
nation of the Company s witnesses. The allegations now made 
are , therefore, an after thought to escape punishment. 
Finally , it is denied that the inquiry officer has disallowed 
any questions put by the workman during the cross - exami 
nation of Company s witnesses ; that necessary documents 
were not produced during the inquiry ; that there was 
need of a second show cause notice before imposing the 
penalty of dismissal on the workman or that the findings 
of the Inquiry Officer are contrary to the evidence on record . 
It is prayed that the dismissal order be confirmed , as it is 
just and proper , having regard to the fact that the mis 
conducts were commited just within one month of his proba 
tionary period .

And I say so , for the following reasons : 

i ) In his cross examination ( Vide Pages 3 to 6 of the 
statement of Shri Gracias recorded by the Court from 
28-1-80 to 1-2-1980 ) the workman has admitted that 
whatever has been recorded by the Inquiry Officer in 
the Inquiry Proceedings regarding the statements given 
by Shri Kasombe , Barboza, Muktam and Volvoikat and 
his cross examination of the said witness has been 
correctly recorded in the Inquiry Proceedings, with the 
exception that the Inquiry Officer has . not recorded the 
questions he wanted to put to the said witnesses regard 
ing Union matters . On page 5 of the same cross exa 
mination , Shri Gracias has also stated that he told nobody 
else to represent him in the inquiry , since he knew how 
to defend himself, and , infact, the way Shri Gracias has 
conducted himself during the Inquiry Proceerlings and 
thereafter , before this Court , particularly during his 
cross examination referred to above , goes to show that 
Shri Gracias is conversant with the process of cross 
-examination and knew how to make his defence in res 
pect of the charge levelled against him . Being so , one 
fails to understand as to why Shri Gracias, while cross 
examining the Company s witnesses in the inquiry pro 
ceedings , did not react against the assertion made by all 
of then that, in their presence , Shri Gracias , when ques 
tioned about the stealing of the G.M.R. by Mr. Barhoza , 
admitted the fact and apologised . If this fact was not 
true, he would have cross -examined the said witnesses 
regarding the alleged admission and apology, but except 
for Kasombe who , otherwise , only naratted what Shri 
Barboza had reported to him , there is not a single ques 
tion put by Shri Gracias in cross regarding such admis 
sion and apology. To Kasomhe , he only asked : " Has 
Mr. Barboza told you as to why I apologised him ? " and 
Kasombe replied , Yes . I asked him and he told me that 
you apologised because your wife was sick and you have 
children and if you are removed from services you will 
be hard pressed " . 

ii ) Witness Sheikh Muktam , who had also stated that

14. In view of the above statement of Shri Kasambe, which 
is convincing , there is no doubt that Shri Gracias had tried 
to get from Shri Kasambe the second pair of uniform but did 
pot succeed in this attempt. We are not concerned here whe 
ther Shri Gracias was or not entitled to a pair of uniform , be 
ing a temporary employee . Admitedly , he was not entitled to a 
second pair, which he was trying to get from Mr. Kasambe 
and did not succeed in this attempt .

14. Since both the offences charged with are proved against 
Shri Gracias, which offences are . of serious nature , I hold 
that the punishment of dismissal imposed on him by the 
employer is proper and has to be maintained .
